Claim 22, line 6, after "includes" insert -from 5 mol% to 50 mol% of the hydroxyl 
groups functionalized with-. 

Claim 22, line 8, after "silyl group" insert --, with the remaining hydroxyl groups being 
free of said heat-labile moieties-. 

Claim 24, line 7, after "includes" insert -from 5 mol% to 50 mol% of the hydroxyl 
groups functionalized with-. 

Claim 24, line 9, after "silyl group" insert ~, with the remaining hydroxyl groups being 
free of said heat-labile moieties—. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: In the response filed 
5/20/2006, applicant amended the instant claims to require that only 5-50 mol% of the hydroxyl 
group-containing groups are functionalized with the instantly claimed heat-labile moieties. The 
Houlihan references teach methods of flinctionalizing the hydroxyl groups while minimizing the 
4-hydroxy styrene impurities. The percent yield of the functionalized compounds is at the 
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minimum 62%, which is far above the upper limit of the instantly claimed range. Therefore, the 
rejections of record have been withdrawn, as the prior art of record fail to teach or suggest a 
multilayered element as described in claim 1, or a method of making such an element, thus the 
claims are now allowable over the prior art of record.
